Your letter of the 2/th received today and 
your order will be taken care of this week as the coins were 
shipped from the Philadelphia mint yesterdaye They first 
promised them on the 17th, and later on the 25th but for 
some reason or other they were held upe 


I have received orders for a thousand coins 
more than I will have and have been compelled to return the 
moneye I do not feel though that these people who were late 
ordering have any just complaint as some of them inquired 
about the coins as long agao as in June and then neglected 
to send their money. We sent them all follow-up cards row 
minding them we had not received their remittances but not 
many paid any attention to us at that timee 


I have done my best to give the collectors 
a square deal and very few of the dealers got any number of 
coins. Our Friend Roessler of East Orange sent in an order 
for five coins after he had been notified they were all sold 
out and said some of the dealers in New York were thinking 
of reporting me to the Mint. But I think this was all in his 
mind as the mint would be more liable to give me a medal for 
holding the dealers down than for letting them have a large 
number of coinse I wrote Mre Roessler that the object of 
our issue wes to take care of the collectors and not the 
dealers. That is the only kick I have had and on the other 
hand have received many complimentary letters on the way I 
have handled the sale and our Committee is very well satisfied 
with the results as I kept the expenses down to a minimum.

Dear Mr. Hoffacker: 


Your airpost letter came yesterday but too late to return the same 
day. I am Werewith sending it back by registered mail, airpost, and trust 
you will get it before you leave. 


Since I wrote this GrantStar up I have received one specimen like 
your two. This disturbed me very much but having your two to make further 
comparisons, I have come to this conclusion. Two dies were used in striking 
both the star pieces and those without. One die shows all of the defects that 
I mention om the star piece. The other die does not show these defects. 
The stars are identical. The way I discovered that there were two dies used 
ia as follows: ‘ 


The die like yours with star and no defects has a faint outline around 
the G of Grant which is not on the die that shows the defects. Both of these 
dies were used without the star. Your pieces are conseqiently perfectly 
genuine and after I have looked over some more specimens and have digested 
the matter, I will pubiish my findings in the Journal. 


The piece belonging to a friend of yours, wrapped in tissue paper, is 
afake. If you notice carefully, the star is different and shows it was 
punched in and not a part of the die.
